He 
was employed as a basketball trainer vith the Basketball Club 
of Lorient. During the mid-30's, among athletic circles 
in Latvia, subject had the reputation of, an., was commonly 
believed to be, a homosexual. 

2. In order not to do subject ar. injustice, it should be noted that 
our source does not have knowledge of the commission of any specific 
homosexual act by subject but merely reports the existing belief regarding 
subject current at that time. On the basis of his observations of subject's 
appearance and actions, source is also of the personal opinion that subject 
is a homosexual.
